ADAM EKTIEK, one of the best known 


citizens of Gettysburg, died at his 
home on Chambersburg street on last 
Wednesday, aged 62 years, 7 months 
red 7 days. 
Adam Ertter was a native of Get- 


tysburg, a son of John Ertter, and in 
a" lite of great activity became known 
all over the county and held in high-re 
tpect, especially by those with whom 
he was associated in business deal- 


As a boy he worked on the old Get- 


tysburg, Hanover and Hanover Junc- 
tion railroad, first as a brakeman, en- 
gineer and conductor. The first ware- 
in ouse after the building of the rail- 
road operated at the point where 
Wolf warehouse Is now located, was 
managed by the Glatfelters. The late 
P. H. Gladtfelter recognized his many 
good qualities and at the close of his 
railroading days about thirty years 
ago he went inio the employment of 
P. H. Gladtfelter for his paper mills 
at Spring Grove. 
Mr. Ertter became the representa- 


tive of Mr. Glatfelter in Adams county 
in the purchase of all kinds of wood 
used in the manufacture of paper and 
he was familiar with ever nook and 
-:oiKer of the woodland of the county 
?,nd gave his employer faithful ser- 
vice which was recognized time and 
time again. 
Mr. Ertter was always interested m 


every movement for the welfare of 
the town. He gave all the encourage- 
ment in his power to the building of 
the trolley here, and lost money and 
labor in his efforts. He served as a 
member of Town Council for two 
terms of three years each. He was 
a firm Democrat. He was engaged in 
the hay .business for a number of 
years. He became interested in the 
development of the battlefield and 
painted a large diagram of the field 
which be took great pleasure in show- 
••ng visitors. Though a man of ro- 
bust health he fell a victim to lung 
trouble with complications of the stom- 
ach.

County. Pa. to learn the blacksmith 
trade and after serving an apprentice- 
ship of two years, went to work at the 
trade iu Beudersville 
for Charlie 


Myers near his old home, worked there 
until he met with au accident having 
hie ankle dislocated by a horse jump- 
ing ou him, which be was shoeing. 
After recovering from the accident 
worked iu Hanover, York County, Pa. 
at carriage smithing for some time, in 
the year 1850. Returning home in the 
Fall run a stationary engine in a 
shingle factory 18-51. Worked at the 
blacksmith trade again in Bender?:- 
ville from January 1852 until Septem- 
ber of the same year, when he was 
married ou the US day of October 1852 
to \Vilhemina E. Eyster daughter of 
Jacob Eyeter (deceased) of Beuders- 
ville. Pa. and having built himself a 
thop commenced work for the Ben- 
dereville foundry and machine shop 
doiug the blacksmith work ruuning 
the engine and turning aud drilling 
for the establishment until May 18-54. 
Hie wife dying on the 2nd day of 
March 1855 and leaviug him a young 
daughter, he quit the blacksmithing 
and hired for six months from the 
tirst of April 18->5 with hie uncles Wm. 
B. and John Wilson ou the farm. 
Went to Richmond, Va. In October 
1855 and worked in the nursery and 
on the truck farm for his brother Ben- 
jamin. Leaving Richmond on Christ- 
mas morning returned to his former 
home about the first of January 1856, 
and hired with his uncles again and 
drove a six mule team for them three 
years. Was married the second time 
on the 12th day of February 1857 to 
Elenora R. Walter daughter of Adam 
Walter (deceased) of Gettysburg, Pa. 
Had one daughter by the second mar- 
riage. In the spring of 1858 purchased 
a pair of mules and wagon and com- 
menced the business of hauling for 
himself which he followed until Oct. 
21,1861 when he enlisted in a State 
militia company and served as first 
sergeant m that company until July 
»th, 1882, when he was mustered into 
the United States service for three 
years or during the War on the 9th 
day of August 1862 and was appointed 
1st sergeant of company U 138 Regi- 
ment Penna. Vol. Inft. and held that 
position until the end of the War. 
(Served in the campaigns in Maryland 
and Virginia from June 16th, 1863 to 
the 9th day of July 1864, when he was 
severely wounded at the Battle of 
MoDocacy, Md. in the 
right hand 


causing the loss of the two middle 
fingers and the disabling of the index 
and little finger, was confined in the 
U. S. Hospitals at Baltimore and 
Annapolis, Md. for a short time, when 
he secured a leave of absence from the 
Secretary of War and remained at 
home uutil the 24 day of October 1864 
when be was sent to the Hospital at 
Cbauiberaburg, Pa. and assigned to 
duty there as Postmaster where he re- 
mained uutil the fall of Petersburg 
and Richmond, Va. when he was 
ordered to York, Pa. Hospital to be 
discharged and remained there until 
the surrender of the Rebel Armies in 
April 1865 and was finally discharged 
from the United States service at York, 
Pa. on the loth day of May 1865. When 
returning home and resting about one 
year he resumed his former occupation 
of teaming which he followed until 
the first of July 1873 when he was ap- 
pointed Superintendent of the (Gettys- 
burg, Pa. National Cemetery by the 
Secretary of War Gen. Bel knap, with- 
out any solicitation from him, held 
that position until the first day of 
October 1887 a period of fourteeu years 
and three months when he resigned to 
accept the position of superintendent 
of the grounds of the Gettysburg Bat- 
tlefield Memorial Association which 
position he retained until the grounds 
were transferred on the first of June 
1895 to the United Stale? being eight 
years and four mouths. While super- 
intendent of the National Cemetery he 
laid out and superintended the con- 
struction of nearly all the avenues on 
the Union lines of battle oflhe Mem- 
orial Association without pay, and dur- 
ing his term of service with* the Mem- 
orial Association, superintended the 
erection of over three hundred and 
fifty of the monuments on the battle- 
field. He alto visited all the principal 
cities and towns in the North from 
Portland. Maine on the Atiautic coast 
to San Francisco on the Pacific cross- 
ing the plains aud the great American 
dewrt to California by the Union 
Pacific railroad stopping at Pittsburg, 
ChicMto, Omaha, Denver. Chyenne, 
Salt Lake City, Salt Lake, Ogden.

Mountains going from Sao Francisco, 
Cal. by water to Portland. Oregon and 
returning home from there by the 
Northern Pacific railroad.

Grand Army of the 
Republic since July 1873, held the of- 
fices of Jr. Vice, Sen. Vice and Com- 
mander of the Post and held the orlice 
of Quartermaster from August 1878 to 
April 10,1900 aud has been a delegate 
to the National aud Department En- 
campmeuts nearly every year while 
belonging to the Poet. He was elected 
a member of the Gettysburg Town 
Council in February 18So aud served 
in that body until March 1st, 1885, 
was elected a member of the Gettys- 
burg School Board in February 1889 
served three years and was re-elected 
again iu February 1892 and served as 
President for 3 years, resigning from 
the School Board in December 1892 by 
reason of his election as a member of 
the Pennsylvania Legislature for the 
years 1893-4, served in that body in 
the session of 1893 which continued in 
session for five months adjourning on 
the 1st day of June 1893 no session be- 
ing held in 1894.

Preparation That Made War Arrows of 


Cherokee Indiana Deadly. 


An old Cherokee Indian recently 


C*re away the secret how the tadlsaa 
ot olden times used to poison their ar- 
row heads for war purposes or for 
killing bears, according to the Denver 
Field and Farm. They took * fresh 
deer llrer. fastened It to a lone pole, 
snd then went to certain places where 
they knew they would find rattle- 
snakes In abundance. About midday 
the rattlers are sll out of their dens, 
coiled up la the cooking sun. Th» 
bucks wonld poke the first rattler 
they found with the liver on the Ion* 
pole. A rattler, unlike common snakes, 
slways ahows fight In preference to 
escaping. The snake would thus re- 
peatedly strike at the Hrcr with M* 
fangs until Its poison was all ased up. 
whereupon It would quit striking sad 
try slowly to more on. The backs 
would then hunt up another rattler 
and repeat the performance, keeping 
np the work until the liver was watt 
soaked with snake poison. Then tin* 
pole was carried home and fastened 
somewhere In an upward position until 
the liver became as dry as a bone 
The Jlver was then podded to a fint 
powder and placed In a buckskin bag. 
to b«» used aa needed for their arrows. 
This powder would s'irk like glue to 
any moistened surface and was death 
to any creature which It entered o« 
arrows.

Hazard of Xmas Decorations. 
The Philadelphia Fire Underwrit- 


ers Association has sent out the fol- 
lowing caution and warning in regard 
10 Christmas decorations and displays: 


"Attention of the public is called to 


the dangers of life and property from 
Christmas displays, decorations, signs, 
etc.. in churches, public buildings. 
mercantile establishments and depart- 
ment stores. The use of Christmas 
greens harvest specimens, and other 
inflammable materials, such as drap- 
eries, 
scenery, cotton to 
represent 


snow and the like and the use of mov- 
ing picture machines for temporary 
exhibition 
(specially 
in 
connection 


with electric and other lighting sys- 
tems) is decidedly an increase of haz- 
ard. it being impossible to make dis- 
plays of that nature perfectly safe. A 
condition of the insurance policy is: 


"This entire policy, unless other- 


wise provided by agreement indorsed 
herein or added thereto, shall be void 
if the hazard be increased by any 
means within the control or knowl- 
edge of the insured. 


"The 
making of such displays would 


render the insurance void unless a 
special permission be granted for the 
increased hazard, which will require 
an additional premium. Additions to 
electric wiring require an additional 
permit." 


The fire insurance companies who 


have made a study of such hazards 
and have kept the yearly statistics 
of fires from such causes consider the 
above warning to be a duty they owe 
to th? public, and it should admonish 
to the utmost care in the making of 
decorations, and be such in which no 
use is made of the various methods of 
lighting.

House Eleven Hundred Years Old. 
St. Albans possesses the oldest in- 


habited house in the country. This 
distinction is said to belong to the old 
Round house, now the Fighting Cocks 
inn, which stands close to the River 
Ver. 
It is a curious 
structure—of 


octagonal shape—of early Saxon ori- 
gin, having been built as a boathouse 
to the ancient monastery founded at 
St. Albans by King Offa about the 
year 795, and Is thus over 1,100 years 
old. 
A subterranean passage, now 


blocked up, runs from the basement 
to the ruins of the monastery, a dis- 
tance of about 200 yards. There is a 
shed at the back of the house, where 
it is said Oliver Cromwell stabled his 
horse, himself once sleeping under its 
roof during the civil war.—Collecting.
